Eleven of the 20 republics sprawl- j 
ed between the Rio Grande, the 
Caribbean Sea and the Strait of j 
Magellan placed their destinies in 
the hands of new men.

Six of the new presidents came 
into power through revolutions, to j 
which the world-wide economic de­

panied changes in government— Ar­ 
gentina, Brail, Bolivia. Peru, Gua- I 
temala and the Dominican republic 
—start the new year with army offi­ 
cers as their chief executives. 
Three Changes in Week 
For presidential changes during 
1930 
Guatemala 
set 
the 
record. 
That nation had three presidents in 
one week, finally leaving the gov­ 
ernment in the hands of General 
Manuel Maria Orellana on Decem­ 
ber 16 after a sanguinary revolu­ 
tion. 
The general overthrew Baudillo' 
Palma, a lawyer, the day the United j 
States recognized the latter. Palma j 
succeeded to the office by virtue of 
b* mg vice president when General 
Laz&ro Chacon resigned on account 
of his health December 12.

Jr., 
in 1930 was an outstanding news 
event. 
Remote Planet Found 
American astronomers in Flag­ 
staff. Arizona, crowning years of 
skysearch, discovered this year an 
outer, remote planet, which was 
promptly named Pluto, and that 
event will live forever in astronomy 
annals. 
Birth and life and death—three

On the 1930 scroll is re­ 
corded the death of William How­ 
ard Taft, who once was president, 
but who achieved the height of his 
ambition as chief justice of the 
United States.

Hrdlirka, noted Smithsonian an­ 
thropologist, says there is no evi­ 
dence showing different origins for 
race groups of today. 
Under the skin, he explains, the 
physiological similarity of ail the 
races is almost incredibly minute in 
detail. 
The fact that all have the 
same life cycle is proof for him that 
they did not have different original 
ancestors. 
He points out that the w’hite race 
ranges, because of environmental 
differences, from the almost unpig- 
mented blondes of northern Europe 
to Arabians as brown as Indians 
and Hindus quite black, yet all 
strictly 'white” in racial derivation. 
There is little biological objection 
to race mixtures. Dr. Hrdlicka says. 
In practice, however, certain race 
mixtures usually result unfavorably 
because the weight of social prece­ 
dent against them is such that par­ 
ents are from the inferior stock cf 
beth races and children are born 
into such poor homes that their bet­ 
ter qualities atrophy early. 
He says no human race has as yet 
anywhere near reached its mental 
goal. 
Long avenues for wonderful 
intellectual development lie ahead 
of all that work their brains. 
While believing that no race can 
be properly termed inferior, he says 
there are 
belated" ones. This ap­ 
pellation means that, owing to many 
causes, these races became retard- 
I ed more or less on their way.
